The present claim is allowable over the closest references: Ogawa et aL(US 4,600,641). 
Ogawa et al disclose a polymer havine a side chain of 



which is attached to an ethylene monomer unit, the polymer being used in forming an adhesive 
layer (col. 10, lines 4-13, 30-34). However, Ogawa bet al. do not teach or fairly suggest a 
polymer comprising a side chaim as claimed in the present invention. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are patentable 
over the prior art.
